night,  weekend,  or  week's  stay  to  test 
the  facilities  such  as  the  drinking  tips 
and  gourmet  meals  mentioned  by  our 
informants.  See  you  there!  Oh!  Yes! 
The  layout  or  terrain  is  also  chosen  to 
add  to  the  delight  of  such  a  sojourn  in 
the  Hunter. 

The  Coral  Perch  Bon  Femme  melted 
and  melted  with  the  '81'  Coonawarra 
Collection  Rhine  Riesling,  a  true  to 
type  Rhine. 

Prime  roast  beef  and  vegies  and  1979 
vintage  Coonawarra  Cabernet  Sauvignon 
transcended  the  aforementioned  offer¬ 
ings.  The  Cab/Sav  is  another  wine  that 
will  further  improve  with  bottle  age.  I 
began  to  wander  at  this  stage  mainly 
to  tables  where  friends  had  not  ex¬ 
hausted  their  supplies. 

This  grand  occasion  was  not  yet 
concluded!  Tempting  local  and  im¬ 
ported  cheeses  and  1978  Hungerford 
Hill  Hermitage  forced  me  to  take  up 
my  allotted  position  next  to  a  charmer 
from  Peru,  Miss  Maureen  Monteza 
who  continually  spoke  of  the  magnifi¬ 
cence  of  the  festivities. 

Swan  Lake  (we  danced  all  night) 
Pavlova  and  1981  Coonawarra  Shettese 
Rhine  Riesling  carried  the  evening's 
activities  towards  the  normal  con¬ 
clusions  of  falling  on  the  floor  in  a 
sound  slumber  and  on  awaking  carry¬ 
ing  out  an  unsuccessful  search  for  the 
vehicle. 

I  must  admit  I  was  able  to  exchange 
my  pavlova  for  two  glasses  of  the 
Shattese  Rhine  Riesling.  I  would 
always  do  so. 

Coffee  and  mints  and  Hungerford's 
1979  Vintage  Port  completed  the  goodies 
on  a  memorable  night. 

I  have  already  booked  for  the  next 
wine-evening.
